Practically Unanimous in Secession. 

This action by the convention represents 
the opinion of practically the entire popula- 
tion of the Isle of Pines. At the meeting 
there was only one voice raised against the 
action takén. That was by a man who ex- 
pressed fear of the results, asserting that 
all are liable to punishment under Cuban 
laws. 

Fully one-third of those now living on the 
island are American citizens. There has 
been a steady immigration from the United 
States, while many natives have left there 
since the Spanish war, coming to Cuba. 
About half the natives remaining live in the 
little town of Nueva Gerona. Their inclina- 
tion is said to have the island belong to 
the United States. Their opposition to the 
Cuban administration was Shown by the 
fact that at the primaries practically all in- 
scribed themselves as liberals. 

This movement to sever relations with 
Cuba was fomented by the American club, 
an organization including most of the sub- 
stantial citizens of the island. Sixty mem- 
bers of the club met last Monday, declared 
themselves a territorial convention, and took 
steps to organize a government, <A recess 
was taken until Saturday. 


American Women Fan Revolt. 


More than 200 persons gathered at Nueva 
Gerona. A large number of American women 
are living on the island, and they loudly ap- 
plaud the sentiment uttered repeatedly by the 
chairman, that after the Isle of Pines had 
become United States territory none had a 
right to sell it to another country. Elihy 
Root, Gen. Leonard Wood, and others con- 
cerned in having the Cuban banner raised 
were denounced. 

It was decided to have a legislature of 
eleven men, two from each district, and one 
delegate at large, Dr. Ramidall receiving the 
nomination for that office. 

“It was like an old style southern mass- 
meeting, all enthusiasm," said S. H. Pearcy 
today. Mr. Pearcy is vice president of the 
lale of Pines company, which controls 150,000 
acres out of a total of about 700,000 on the 
island. He came here to arrange a big deal 
involving the starting of a new city on a fine 
port on the south coast and building a rail- 
road through the island. 

Mr. Pearcy is one of the strongest advocates 
that the island must remain part of the Unit- 
ed States. He is testing the question in the 
courts, ha vitig sent 20,000 cigars to New York, 
his contention being that the government 
could not seize these as being more than the 
law permits, ag they are not from a foreign 


try. 
Will Fight to a Finish. 

„We are fighting for justice, he contin- 
„Wood sold us out, lock, stock, and 
barrel, for two coaling stations after he had 
assured us the island would be retained by 
the United States. Cuba’s only interest in 
the island is to afford snug berths for a few 
officials. .Theré are about twelve offices 
thereon, all filled by ‘carpetbaggers, as no 
native Has one. The Cuban government 
has collected taxes and not spent 5 cents 
except for salaries. 

“ Personally, I have just lost $1,000, as 
four and other merchandise which I brought 
from Mobile had passed through 4 ware- 
house without a roof and nothing to protect 
the goods from rain. They have refused 
to repair the dock or roads. When a bridge 
between the chief towns rotted the altalde 
would do nothing and tried to stop us when 
we started to make the necessary repairs 
out of our own pockets.

ri Father MeDonnell Tells West Park 


Board of Dangers. 


The Rev. Father P. J. McDonnell of St. Mess 
Roman Catholic church ended an appeal for 
the most stringent action against automo- 
bile criminals,’* made to the west park board 
yesterday afternoon, by declaring that a man 
would be justified in killing the “ criminal 
autoist who Would crush out his life.” Father 
McDonnell’s appeal was made when he head- 
ed a delegation of church members, property 
owners, and aldermen, who appeared before 
the park board and presented a petition in 
which demands were made that radical action 
be taken against autoists. 

That is a strong doctrine to preach, but 
radical action is needed in dealing with these 
criminals,” said Father McDonnell. “ We 
are here to say that there is a power in this 
community which is not dependant on mere 
sufferage and that is every man’s right to 
dct in self-defense. Let us hope that nothing 
of this sort will become necessary, but unless. 
other than the usual means of dealing with 
these offenders are not devised this strong 
action may be resorted to. 


Propose Three Regulations. 

“The only opposition to legisiation of the; 
sort we request is from those persons who 
are absolutely regardiess of human life and 
are not entitled to any more consideration 
than the outlaw or murderer. We have 
three recommendations that would operate 
to alleviate the troubles of the automobile 
oppressed. They are: 

‘* First—There should be many more. po- 
lice, perhaps twice the present force—on all 
public drives and boulevards. 

“ Second—There should be sufficient signal 


box stations om all boulevards so that one 


patrolman may signal to another to take 
up the chase after an offender, thus making 
escape practically impossible. 

„ Third—The penalty should be increased 
to a fine of at least $40 for the first offense 
and an additional $50 for other offenses, with 
perhaps a prison term aio. 

Probably the usual objection to any 
changes of this sort will be the old one that 
there is no money to carry out such regula- 
tions. Why, gentlemen, the A BC of govern- 
ment is that no vocation or sport can be car- 
ried on if it places in jeopardy and costs 
the lives of othera” 

Others Want to Be Heard. 

As Father McDonfell closed his remarks 
several members of the delegation crowded 
forward to be heard. Everybody had some 
particular grievance against automobile 
owners and operators and wished to state it 
to the board. The accident which occurred 
in the street at the doors of St. Mel’s «hurch 
while the members were entering it some 
weeks ago, seemed to be uppermost in the 
minds of most of the delegation. The in- 
juries suffered by Mrs. Bridget Hannon, 7% 
years old, who was run down by an automo- 
bile at that time, was the immediate cause of 
the appeal to the park board. 

“It was only a few weeks ago that three 
chauffeurs ran their cars into a funeral 
train of several carriages, which was stand- 
ing in front of a church on Washington 
boulevard,“ said Ald. John Ruxton of the 

hirty-fourth ward. The operators of the 
automobiles did not slacken their speed and 
showed that they had not the slightest re- 
gard for others. 

“TI am sure that the city council will back 
the park board in any action that they may 
take in this matter. A8. for myself, I will 
promise to fight for any legislation that will 
lessen the evil,” 


Board Hears Many Complaints. 

Other complaints’ "and recommendations 
were made by Frank J. Wisner. president of 
the Central Park Improvement asscciat‘on; 
the Rev. K. J, Randall of St. Barnabas Epis- 
copal church, 2054 Washington boulevard: 
Ald. Kohout, and Ald. Hunter of the Thirty- 
(fifth ward. 

The petition presented by the delégation 


was passed at a mass meeting of property 
owners and residents on Washington boule- 
vard held at School hall, Park . Forty- 
second avenues, Oct.. 26. 

“IT am in sympathy with what 03 been 
said and we are making an effort to check 
what is now one of the greatest evils with 
which a municipality must cope,” said 
President B. A. Eckhart. “ This is a diffi- 
cult matter to deal with, but the board will 
take action after siving the subject ample 
consideration.”

SEEK PAY FOR MADE LAND. 


State’s Attorney’s Assistants Get 
Proofs Against Encroachers. 


OVER $2,000,000 AT STAKE. 


> on 


[llinois Steel Company Chief Offender, 
but Not Only One. 


Preliminary steps were taken yesterday by 
the state’s attorney's office to secure for the 
state compensation for 200 acres of “ made 
land occupied by the Illinois Steel company 
and estimated to be worth $2,000,000. 

Assistant State’s Attorney E. C. Lindley 
went to South Chicago, accompanied by a 
photographer and a surveyor, and obtained 
pictures showing the encroachment of the 
steel corporation—land formed by the thou- 
sands of tons of siag that it has dumped into 
the lake. Measurements were taken that will 
form the basis, along with the photographs, 
of litigation to make the corporation pay for 
the tand it has appropriated from the state. 

By his action State’s Attorney Healy fore- 
stalled Attorney General Stead, who has dis- 
played considerable interest in the matter 
of maintaining the rights of the state to 
submerged land. The attorney general's or- 


fice, however, has limited itself to inquiries, 


taking no action. 

Other Corporations Are Offenders. 

Mr. Lindley obtained several photographs 
of the “made land seized by the steel 
company north of the mouth of the Calu- 
met. Then he secured views of filled in land 
that had been preémpted by several corpora- 
tions south of the Calumet. Views also were 
taken of alleged encroachments of the own-

It is understood the steel company will 
not make any real effort to prove that the

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14.—A bomb 
outrage was perpetrated today in the Pera 
quarter. The authorities will not permit 
particulars to be sent at present. 


Pera Is Foreign Section. 
Pera is the foreign quarter of Constanti- 
nople. It is across the Golden Horn from 
Stamboul,. the old town, and lies on the 


as a British hospital and a German school. 
The Huropean hotels and residences are all 
in this district. — 

At the north end of Pera and on the banks 
of the Bosporus is the Dolma Baghcheh, 
imperial. palace, the scene of the coup d'etat 
which deposed Sultan Abdul Aziz in 1876. 

The embassies are in the center of Pera. 
The most imposing is that of Germany, which 
is exceeded in dimensions only by the palace 
of the sultan. It.stands on high ground and 
may be seen from all parts cr the city. Te 
United States legation stands at the corner 
of Grand rue de Pera and Asmalie Medjid. 
The Russian embassy ts a large building sur- 
rounded by @ high wall and has a hospital 
in connection with it. The Austrian embassy 
stands close to the Russian, as do the Swed- 
ish, Dutch, and Italian embassies. 


Naval Arsenal Near. 

The British embassy is three-quarters of 
a mile north of the others, where it occupies 
a prominent place in a square. Near the 
embassy are the municipal building and the 
assembly gardens. Along the shores of the 
Golden Horn are the admiralty buildings 
and the naval arsenal. 

The military school and the artillery and 
infantry barracks lie on the north border 
of the Pere district, and just outside to the 
north are the Armenian hospital and ceme- 
tery and the Catholic church.

They were supplied with a number of good 
sicut bottles designed as receptacles for the 
various stinks which, according to Capt 
Clancy of the Stockyards’ police station, 
flourish in twenty-seven distinct varieties. 

Technically, the botties are to contain dif- 
ferent gases arising from decomposed mat- 
ter, but a whiff from one of the bottles is 
sufficient to cause a layman to make com- 
ments on the odor rather than the chemical 


combination.

Records Opposition to Any 
: Compromise. 


ASKSCURBTO FOREIGNERS 


Pittsburg Convention Would Have 
Physical Test for All Euro- 
pean Immigrants. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 14.— [Special. -The 
American Federation of Labor today, through 
Its approval of the report of the executive 
council, demanded the rigid enforeement of 
the Chinese exclumon laws and the restriction 
of immigration from Europe. Other matters 
treated in the council's report and indorsed 
by the federation included the following: 

The legalizing of the eight hour work day 
in all work of the government. 

The abolition of convict labor where it com- 
vetes with union manufactured goods. 

The renewal of the agitation for the altera- 
tion of the injunction laws of the country. 

The granting of the right of suffrage to 
women in all state of the union as a means 
of purifying the ballot. 


Would Restrict Immigration. 

The council voiced the sentiments of the 
organization as being opposed to the present 
immigration laws as applied to all classes of 
aliens. A plea was made for more stringent 
enforcement of the laws for inspection of 
the invading hosts from Europe. Especial 
stress was laid upon the need for better 
physical examinations and an investigation 
was asked from the government into the 
many reports and rumors of assisted immi- 


era 


The report took the national administra- 
tion to task for its failure to enforce the 
eight h law in all government work and 
a plea 5 for every state federation 
organization to immediately institute a cam- 
paign for the establishment in their respec- 
tive states of the eight hour law. 

In the matter of a change in the system of 
electing all officialr 3. ihe state and national 
governments the report went into detail in 
explaining the workings of the initiative and 
referendum system of popular election of 
all officials. 

C. P. Shea Wins Out. 

A feature of the morning seseion was the 
seating as a delegate of Cornelius P. Shea, 
president of the teamsters’ union, on the 
recommendation of the committee on cre- 
dentials. The seating of Shea is looked upon 
by the International Association of Steamfit- 
ters as a big card for them in their fight for 
a federation charter, as Shea, who has been 
joined by other delegatee, will help them in 
the convention. 

A boost wae given the fight of the typo- 
graphical union for an eight hour day when 
the convention at the morning session levied 
an assessment of 1 cent a week on each 
member for a period of four weeks on the 
entire memberehip of the federation for the 
benefit of the International Typographical 
union.

Incidentally the sultan bas assumed a less 
pliant attitude towards England, Austria, 
italy, and France, as well as Russia, who 
are clamoring for an exclusively foreign and 
Christian administration of Macedonia, and 
of his other Christian provinces. in fact, he 
is openly defying them, declining to permit 
foreign interference in the internal affairs 
of his empire. The powers now are discuss- 
ing among themselves as to which of them 
is to assume the costly task of enforcing 
their behests, and there seems to be a gen- 


eral disposition to press the duty upon Great™ 


Britain, no other government apparently 
feeling sufficient interest in the matter to 
care to embark in the expense and trouble 
ofa war with Turkey about the question. 
But even England is certain to hesitate, in 
view ot the possibility of the kaiser openly 
championing the sultan’s cause, on the 
ground that all the powers concerned, and 
England most of all, are pledged to maintain 
unimpaired the integrity of the Ottoman em- 
pire and the observance of those clauses of 
the treaty of Paria which prohibit the pas- 
sage of ships. of war through the Darda- 
nelles. 

It is no secret that efforts were made two 
years ago by Germany in London in induce 
the British government to modify its policy 
of harassing the sultan about Macedonia. 
Whether the kaiser today would go to the 
length of a more vigorous defense of his 
friend at Constantinople is a mooted ques- 
tion which is exciting speculation in every 
capital in Europe. 

— 


The cession of the island of Thasos tends 
to confirm the impression that the sultan 
has made certain of the kaiser’s backing. 
And it cannot be denied that by this policy, 
which Emperor William has adopted with 
regard to the porte since his acceasion to 
the throne, he has transformed Germany, 
which formerly had no influence to speak of 
at Stamboul, into the predominant power on 
the shores of the Bosporus, has established 
her as one of the leading factors in the af- 
fairs of the Mediterranean, and has won for 
his subjects so many favors and conceasions 
from the Turkish government that their 
commercial and industrial supremacy in the 
dominions of the padishah is assured for 
many years to come.

In view of the stories again current at 
Paris with regard to the duc de Chaulnes, who 
enjoys the questionable distinction of having 
been jilted by two Amefican giris in succes- 
mon, despite his ancient lineage and historic 
ducal coronet, it is only fair to recall the fact 


that he has been handicapped in life by the 


early influences of his boyhood, having, with 
his sister, now the duchess of Uses, been the 
object of one of the most sensational kid- 
naping episodes in modern times 

The kidnaping was perpetrated by people 
who professed to be acting in behalf of the 
children's mother, and the late duchess of 
Chaulnes, and as the affair took place at the 
gloomy old castle of Sable, where the young- 
sters were kept more or less in durance by 
their stern and universally dreaded grand- 
mother, the duchess of Chevreuse, there were 
all the elements present of a bioodstirring 
meicdrama. 

The cage of the ill fated duchess de Chau!- 
nes furnishes a striking illustration of the 
manner in which the system of “ curate!” 
and of conseil judiciarie,” concerning which 
I wrote two days ago in these letters, can 
sometimes be abused for the sake of perpe- 
trating gross pieces of family tyranny, in- 
justice, and persecution, and of wreaking 
cruel prejudices and private revenges 

> 


The late duchess de Chaulnes was an ex- 
traordinarily beautiful Russian woman, 2 
penniless Princess Galitzin, who had married 
the duc de Chaulnes only after the latter had 
secured a most reluctant consent to the match 
from his mother, the duchess de Chevreuse. 
This woman at once conceived a violent 
hatred for her daughter-in-law, based on 
differences, religious, social, and racial. She 
put the most cruel interpretation on every- 
thing done by her daughter-in-law, sought to 
arouse the animosity of her son the duke, and 
of all the other members of the family against 
the young duchess, and finally. when the duke 
died, summoned a family council, to which 
she presented a long list of her daughter-in- 
law’s alleged misdeeds and shortcomings. 

On the strength of these, she obtained a ver- 
dict from the family council decreeing the 
young widowed Mmé, de Chaulnes unworthy 
of the guardianship of her children, and cf 
the administration of their fortune. Thanks 
to the enormous influénce of the Luynes and 
Chevreuse family, no difficulty was experi- 
enced in securing a judicial ratification of this 
verdict from the courts. 

The young duchess was virtually outldwed. 
Poor, a foreigner, moreover, ill advised, she 
did not know how to defend herself, and 
actually died of want and starvation (without 
ever having been allowed to see her children 
again) in the poorest quarters of Paris in 
1883, the first funeral expenses being fur- 
nished by a former servant, who had reached 
2 mistress’ side too late to be able to help 

er. 

Indeed, there have been few more crue] 
tragedies than that of the lovely duchess de 
Chaulnes, a victim of the so-called family 
councils” of France.

It's the same old musical comedy story. 
Material not without value. Company ccn- 
tains competent people. Material needs 
shaping. People need directing. Perform- 
ance must be built up. Production offered 
too soon in a city of size and importance of 
Chicago. If managers do not lose faith and 
can get hold of the right stage director piece 
may prove a money maker. 

It seems useless to go over the same story 
again. The patient types have fashioned the 
phrases so often in the last year that the 
moment musical comedy is mentioned they 
hop into place without the aid of the com- 
positor. The readers of reviews must be 
weary of seeing ihe same criticisms made; 
the reviewer certainly is weary of making 
them. If only the managers would grow 
equally weary of having them offered, and 
would try out their entertainments before 
submitting them to Chicago audiences, and 
thus inviting the loss that can but result, the 
trouble would be averted. The remedy lies 
with the managers. Until they see the folly 
of their present system, the same old story 
will have to be told, and in the same old way 

“The Winning Girl starts out promising- 
ly. Its opening scene in the manicure par- 
lors is uncommonly neat, and the spectator 
is led to believe that the evening’s enter- 
tainment will be correspondingly elegant 
and spirited. But, alas, things soon begin to 
sag and lag. The first act drones and drags 
Along with only an occasional bright spot te 
give. the onlooker courage and to keep alive 
within him the hope something of real value 
may turn up after all. But the second act is 
worse than the first. It is hopeless as it 
stands at present, for its movement is 80 
slow and its padding so abundant that 
the auditor sinks into a kind of stupid daze, 
which has not the restfulness of slumber; 
and yet is so benumbing that it unfits him 
to get up and out. Old familiar vaudeville 
turns which have done faithful service for 
many years are introduced and every prin- 
cipal who has a specialty anywhere in his 
or her repertory is urged to bring it out and 
parade it just as long as the audience will 
endure. There is farce and comedy and 
melodrama and singing and national dance 
and burlesque and everything known to the 
vaudeville, musical comedy, light opera, or 
legitimate stage dragged into that sec- 
ond act. That some elements in this mixup 
should be good is unavoidable in the nature 
of things. 

There are clever people in the company 
and could some live fashioner of farce and 
some energetic stage manager take hold of 
“The Winning Girl,’’ begin rehearsals all 
over again, and, securing a live book. pro- 
duce and stage it tn live fashion, a success 
should result. As it is, the entertainment 
is dismal, dull, deadening. 

Such bright spots as are encountered in 
the course of the performance are due to 
the cleverness of the people engaged. Blanche 
Deyo is personally so sweet and winsome, 
her singing is so agreeable, and her dancing 
so neat and graceful that she becomes a 
source of consolation as the evening creeps 
along. Her nation dance in the last act 
is a success and so long as The Winning 
Girl” survives doubtless will be retained. 
Mr. Ross and Miss Fenton work hard to 
make anything of the crude material given 
them, and in the second act intrcduce their 
tragedy travesty, which is familiar to all 
patrons of the vaudeville. Mr. Bond wan- 
ders around painfully out of place in a mu- 
sical comedy of this sort, yet trying to do 
all he can with the role of a gay husband 
who has been cut at night and is afrr d his 
wife will learn of it. Miss Hull in the title 
role, is Viclet Dare, the vaudeville singer, 
to the life in voice, action, and manner. She 
works strenuously to please, and certain of 
her offerings last evening found applausive 
faver.

na tions result from want of good understand- 


ing, from the failure by the people of one na- 
tion truly to understand and appreciate the 
people of another nation.” He has given as a 
true cure the “ acquaintance, personal good 
relation, and friendship among the indtvidual 
people of two countries.” 


Cultivates Friendly Relations. 
Among the first steps the secretary took to 
carry out his ideas was the cultivation of 
friendly personal relations with the Pan- 
American diplomats. He has shown a num- 
ber of them courtesies which in the past they 
did not receive. With Mr. Nabuco, the 
Brazifan ambassador, for example, he ap- 
parently has struck up a particulariy warm 
friendship, and Washington pinched itse# 
one night when it saw this diplomat as the 
guest of the secretary of state at the theater. 

Nabuco is one of the ablest and most culti- 
vated envoye who has ever been accredited 
to this government, an author, raconteur, and 
man of high lineage and wide experience. 
There was surprise, therefore, not because 
Nabuco was the guest of Secretary Root, but 
because the Brazilian ambaseador was at the 
theater in company with the secretary of 
state. It is understood that Secretary Root 
will continue to display the same considera- 
tion and courtesy towards the Pan-American 
representatives that he shows those from 
Europe. 

It is well récognized by men in Washington 
there is a disposition on the part of the Ameri- 
cans to regard themselves as superior to the 
natives of other countries on thie hemisphere. 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Root rec- 
ognize no such superiority on our part or in- 
feriority on the part of the Pan-Americans. 
They consider it ridiculous, in fact, that any 
such an idea should exist. Social attentions 
will be paid to the Pan-Americans, and during 
the remainder of the administration it will 
tend to show the country and other republics 
how high an opinion the authorities here have 
of their culture. The keynote of the adminis- 
tration’s attitude recently was expressed by 
the president in these words: 

“The outside world is only beginning to 
understand the astonishing progress made 
not. only socially and industrially but in 
science, literature, and art by the Central 
and South American republics. In medical 
matters, in ecientitic, industrial, social, and 
artistic matters, each of our countries has 
something to learn from the other.” 


Cautious in Politics. 


In political questions Secretary Root is 
proceeding with the consideration and cau- 
tion which has been marked by the diplomats 
of every republic. There has been no pre- 
cipitaney in dealing with Cuba on account 
of the recent internal disturbances and ap- 
pearance of yellow fever, or, more serious 
yet, in connection with the objectionable 
treaty signed by Great Britain and Cuba. 
The negotiations which Mr. Root when sec- 
retary of war conducted with President 


Palma and other Cubans before amt o

Two important transactions in Michigan 
avenue property north of Sixteenth street 
were closed yesterday, the total considera- 
tion approximating $130,000.

CZAR’S LAND FOR PEASANTS. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 15.—It is report- 
ed that a ukase will be issued soon whereby 
a large portion of the imperial domain, 
which covers almost a third of European 
Russia and which at present is the property 
of the emperor and grand dukes, will be 
given to the peasants. 

According to this infomation land will be 
supplied to the landless peasants in fifteen 
acre allotments, not as a free gift, but on 
easy terme, the payments to be made through 
the peasants’ bank and to cover a period of 
thirty-five years. 

There also is under consideration a plan for 
the abolition of the special economic ¢lassi- 
fication of the communal holding of land by 
the peasantry and the placing of the peas- 
ants, so far as the holding of land is con- 
cerned, on the same footing as other subjects 
of the empé€ror. 


Storm Prevents Bloodshed. 

A fierce northeast blizzard and snow which 
blew down on St. Petersburg tonight pre- 
vented bioodshed in the Russian capital. 
The bitter cold by forcing the strikers to 
remain indoors did more to preserve crder 
than all the Cossacks cavalry patrolling the 
streets. 

Heavy military reserves are stationed in 
all the industria] districts, but up to mid- 
night there was no rioting. : 

The social democrats had an impressive 
respohse on the part of all organizations of 
workmen to their summons for a general 
political strike eo demonstrate their soll- 
darity with the struggle of their Polish com- 
rades for autonomy and to protest against the 
execution of the mutinous sailors at Cron- 
stadt. 

One bundred thousand men quit work at 
noon. The men walked out of all the big 
mills and factories, and the employés of the 
Baltic and Warsaw railroads, the printers, 
and other classes of laborers struck, but the 
shops in the center of the city were not 
closed. 

Troops took charge of the electric light sta- 
tions, which were operated by sailors, so 
that the city was not placed in darkness.

If Mr. Burke does not take notice of the 
foregoing and remove his objectionable per- 
son from the vicinity of the I. M. O. he will 
be visited with a circular letter, and the 
blame will be on his own head.

ELIOT RAPS WEALTH? 8-3! 


Harvard Head Dissects “Great 
Riches“ in Don’t Tell Talk. 


CLUB SWORN TO SILENCE. 


Seals Hearers’ Lips Before Putting Cer- 
tain Millionaire ire on Grill.

so widely known an educator as President 
Eliot of Harvard to make his latest lecture 
so great a mystery that be will deliver it 
only under pledges of absolute secrecy? 
Why does the president of so great a seat 
of learning as Harvard exact of the select 


} few before whom he discourses on “ Great 


Riches a solemn promise not to disclose 
the substance of it; above all, not to talk 
‘about it with any representative of the press? 

These questions were asked today by those 
who were barred from the monthly meeting 
of the Contemporary ctub, held at the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Isaac W. Birdsey last 
might, where, before seventy-five men and 
women, President Eliot delivered the lecture, 
after exacting a promise from every one 
present not to repeat a syllable of it or dis- 
cuss the address with any save those who 
were present. 


Aimed at Certain Millionaire? 

There is a suspicion in the minds of some 
that the lecture criticises a certain million- 
aire whose benefactions to a western uni- 
versity have been generous as well as the 
manner in which vast fortunes have; been 
acquired by enterprising Americana © 

The Contemporary club is a sniall organiza- 
tion of fashionable and progressive men and 
women. It is modeled after the Nineteenth 
Century club founded by the late Courtlandt 
Parker in New York. It was its president, 
Arthur M. Marsh, who invited the president 
of Harvard university to speak before this 
club. Dr. Nliot replied he would deliver his 
lecture, Great Riches,” provided the club 
would pledge itself to exclude newspaper 
reporters. A reply was forthwith dispatched 
saying that the club was on too high an in- 
tellectual plane ever to invite newspaper 
notice, and that President Eliot might rest 
assured that no reporters would be permitted 
to hear him. 

Hearers Sworn to Silence. 

Not satisfied with this pledge on the part 
of the club, President Eliot exacted the fur- 
ther assurance that no member would pre- 
sume to take written notes of anything he 
said, or talk about it to newspaper men, or 
in any way disclose its nature. 

This promise was also given with the result 
that President Eliot last night talked to 
seventy-five members of the club behind 
barred doors. 

To your correspondent President Eliot re- 
fused absolutely to give any inkling of the 
nature of his discourse, saying: 

“It is a private affair of my own, it cannot 
be reported.” 

No, Not Sensational, but 
To a question as to why it was necegsary 


to maintain so much secrecy about the le- 


ture Harvard’s president would make no 


reply. 

President Marsh of the club, when eaked 
if there was amything sensational ID tie 
lecture replied ewasively : 

“It depends upon what you cousider to be 
sensational.
